Throughout history nothing has b een so 
secretive as the spy service of a king or nation. 
It had to b e b y the very nature of its mission. 
So it was only natural, when the U. S. Ceñ ­ 
irá! Intelligence Agency was estab lished after 
World War I!, that it was set up as b eholden 
to no one except the President of the United 
States. In fact, one major reason for forming 
such a centralized agency was to eliminate the 
possib ility of leaks under the old system where 
several b ranches of government had their own 
spy services. 
But Congress has never b een completely 
happy that it was left out of the supervision. 
“Who watches the watchdog?” some of its mem­ 
b ers have asked from time to time. 
Secrecy, while an ab solutely necessary ele­ 
ment of spying, also hides b lunders. Secrecy 
means that in a system which depends upon 
checks and b alances, no one except the President 
can check up or b alance the CIA. 
The restlessness of the U. S. Senate under 
this arrangement has finally b roken into the 
open in the current Middle East crisis. The 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee has an­ 
nounced It is summoning CIA officials for ques­ 
tioning as to why the Iraq revolt caught them 
b y surprise. 
This prob ab ly is a first step toward estab ­ 
lishing a joint Congressional committee to over­ 
see the CIA. somewhat like the close-mouthed 
joint committee which works with and oversees 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
Thu.s the last major agency which has b een 
free of scrutiny b y “outsiders ’ may get a taste 
of b eing spied on itself.

Throughout history nothing has been so 
secretive as the spy service of a king or nation. 
it had to be by the very nature of its mission. 
So it was only natural, when the U. S. Cen­ 
tral Intelligence Agency was established after 
World War ll, that it was set up as beholden 
to no one except the President of the United 
States. In fact, one major reason for forming 
such a centralized agency was to eliminate the 
possibility of leaks under the old system where 
several branches of government had their own 
spy services. 
But Congress has never been completely 
happy that it was left out of the supervision. 
“ Who watches the watchdog?” some of its mem­ 
bers have asked from time to time. 
Secrecy, while an absolutely necessary ele­ 
ment of spying, also hides blunders. Secrecy 
means that in a system which depends upon 
checks and balances, no one except the President 
can check up or balance the CIA. 
The restlessness of the U, S. Senate under 
this arrangement has finally broken into the 
open in the current Middle East crisis. The 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee has an­ 
nounced it is summoning CIA officials for ques­ 
tioning as to why the Iraq revolt caught them 
by surprise. 
This probably is a first step toward estab­ 
lishing a joint Congressional committee to over­ 
see the CIA. somewhat like the close mouthed 
joint committee which works with and oversees 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
Thus the last major agency which has been 
free of scrutiny by “outsiders” may get a taste 
of being spied on itself.

Why Blame Ike? 


K Zilliacu* Left-Wing member of the British Par­ 
liament gives to historic events a twist of logic which, 
as used to be said. “ takes the cake.”

It is difficult to believe that the Soviet leaders are 
at infantile in their piques as Ziliiacu* pretends. They 
are grown men and have been around a long time 
They know that they are engaged in an im­ 
perialistic prixc.vs and that they have thus far done 
remarkably well. They alto know that the principal 
impediment to an even greater success has been the 
United States which rn a .slow. chaotic, talky tort of 
way hat managed from time to time to place impedi­ 
ments in their path, Sometimes, thc.se impedimenta 
have been in the wrong place, actually giving them 
cover for something nefarious, as when the Berlin 
Airlift was used as a cover for the biggest steal of all, 
the conquest of China. 
Naturally, after the last one at Geneva, the heads 
of Western states are not anxious to attend a summit 
conference with Nikita Khrushchev. In the first place 
nothing is accomplished An enormous amount of time 
is wasted while Khrushchev plays the role of an ill­ 
mannered buffoon. At Geneva, it may be recalled, he 
showed up in Bulganin's tram, somewhat unexpectedly. 
He was then officially not a part of the Russian gov­ 
ernment but as head of the Party, he was the effective 
master.

Eisenhower's policy toward 
Chiang Kai-shek is largely dicta­ 
ted by these two Senators. He 
gives great weight to their opin­ 
ions. Their views, plus the grave 
advice of John Foster Dulles that 
the entire Near East would fall 
into Nasser's hands if the United 
States did not move with vigor, 
pius the agreement of Prime Min­ 
ister Macmillan to cooperate in 
Jordan, brought the decision to 
land American troops in Lebanon. 


Iraq Was Chief Objective 


The decision was not based on 
any idea of saving President 
Chamoun. but rather was for the 
purpose of establishing a beach­ 
head in the Middle East, first for 
possible action against Iraqi 
rebels, second as a gesture to 
reassure Iran. Turkey. Jordan 
and Saudi Arabia that we would 
back up our friends 
Because of this we rushed far 
more troops to tiny Lebanon than 
ever would be needed in that 
small country. In fact, up until 
almost a week ago troops were 
still pouring in—for possible use 
in Iraq or Jordan. 
In making the momentous deri­ 
sion, Eisenhower and Dulles con 
suited no lower officials in the 
State Department Furthermore, 
they ignored the advice of Amer­ 
ican 
Ambassador 
McClintock, 
who was so opposed to landing 


troops tnat he threatened to go 
out in a small boat and try to 
stop them. The Lebanese Ambas­ 
sador in Washington wa* also 
flatly opposed to military inter­ 
vention. 
Shortly after the momentous 
move, several events occurred 
which shook 
President Eisen­ 
hower’s confidence in his own de­ 
cision. One was a telephone call 
from his Ambassador at the Uni­ 
ted Nations, Henry Cabot Lodge, 
reporting a sour UN reaction. 
Simultaneously came a stream 
of adverse messages from Amer­ 
ican allies in Europe which had 
President Eisenhower pacing the 
floor, snapping at aides, and call­ 
ing for full and frequent report* 
on Near Eastern developments. 
A dozen times in one day he had 
his military aide. Col. Andrew 
Goodpaster. call the Pentagon. 
Several calls were for the pur­ 
pose of making sure that too 
much information was not given 
to the press. 
The sour diplomatic reaction 
came from Norway, Denmark, 
Sweden 
and 
West 
Germany. 
Chancellor Adenauer registered a 
stiff private protest because he 
had not been informed of the 
Near East operation despite the 
fact that we used NATO bases in 
Germany to airlift part of the 
troops. The German press, norm­ 
ally friendly, flared against the 
United States. One German news­ 
paper called John Foster Dullea 
an “ idiot.” 
In France. Premier de Gaulle 
was indignant because he was not 
consulted 
La er he was even 
more indignant, when 
French 
troops were kept cruising off 
Beirut harbor, not allowed by 
American authorities to land. 
B e l g i a n Ambassador Silver- 
cruys called on Undersecretary 
of State Herter to express the 
view that the United States had 
put itself in the position of inter­ 
vening to protect American oil 
companies. 
“ lf oil were cut off from Bel­ 
gium.” 
replied 
Herter, 
“you 
would be the first to be asking 
the I rn ted States for oil. If we 
had not intervened. Lebanon and 
Jordan would have fallen in a 
single day.” 
Such was the immediate re­ 
action to our troop landing in 
Lebanon which caused the Presi­ 
dent to wish he had never taken 
the decision in the first place.

This is iron­ 
ical when the allergy develops 
after penicillin has been used for 
a slight cold or other trivial in­ 
fection. As a result, the wonder 
drug cannot be given when it 
really is needed. 
Medicines such as cortisone, 
epinephrine 
and the anti-hista- 
minict are useful in controling 
reactions. 
In the future, many 
sensitive indiv iduals may be able 
to overcome their difficulty by 
using the enzyme penicillinase, 
which counteracts the allergy 
producing ingredients of the anti- 
bitoic.
